Rising  rapidly  on  the  BYU 
campus  is  the  new  $1,500,000  all- 
steel  stadium.  The  work  is  sched- 
uled to  be  completed  in  time  for 
the  first  home  game  of  the  foot- 
ball season  with  New  Mexico  Uni- 
versity Oct.  3. 

THE  WEST  side  of  the  pre- 
fabricated structure  will  rise  six 
stories  high  with  a total  of  15,396 
seats.  It  will  be  180  feet  wide  and 
360  feet  long  while  the  east  side 
will  be  140  feet  wide  and  360  feet 
long. 

Construction  work  started  by 
raising  huge  40  foot,  12  inch  I- 
beams  into  place  atop  the  steel 
columns  and  bolting  them  into 
place.  The  beams  will  then  be 
welded  into  position  and  the  pre- 
stepped plates  which  form  the 
deck  for  the  stadiurh  will  be 
welded  into  position. 

ALL  OF  the  steel  fabrication 
and  constructibn  work  is  being 
done  by  the  Pittsburgh-Des 
Moines  Steey  Co.  The  steel  is  be-

Scholar  To  Visit  Y 

William  Barrett,  professor  of  philosophy  at 
New  York  University  and  one  of  the  foremost 
American  authorities  on  Existentialism,  appears 
on  campus  for  a two-day  visit  Wednesday. 

HIS  “THE  IRRATIONAL  MAN,”  now  on  sale  in 
the  bookstore,  is  considered  a definitive  study  of 
Existentialism  for  the  general  reader. 

A classical  scholar  with  training  in  Greek  and 
medieval  philosophy,  Dr.  Barrert  spent  five  years 
as  editor  of  the  magazine  “Partisan  Review.” 

THIS  EDITORISHIP,  together  with  his  war 
service  as  a literary  journalist,  pit)mpted  him  to 
“relate  philsophy  to  the  real  affairs  of  man  in 
history.” 

His  visit  is  the  third  major  forum  visit  spon- 
sored by  the  Academic  Emphasis  Committee.  He 
follows  the  successful  lecture  visits  of  Prof.  David 
Reismann  of  Harvard  and  longshoreman  Eric 
Hoffer. 

DR.  BARRETT  IS  described  by  Doran  Hunter, 
chairman  of  the  Academic  Emphasis  Committee, 
as  an  “omni-competent  individual.”  He  is  an  ex- 
pert in  Existenjialism,  modern  art,  Zen-Buddism 
and  criticsm  of  20th  Century  society. 

Dr.  Barrett  took  his  Ph.D.  in  philsopiiy  from 
Columbia  University  at  the  age  of  19.  He  was  the 
second  youngest  man  to  achieve  this  honor.

THE  PRESIDENTIAL  commis- 
sion appointed  to  investigate  the 
assassination  of  President  Ken- 
nedy must  soon  decide  whether 
to  hear  from  the  Dallas  night- 
club owner  or  pass  up  whatever 
information  he  could  provide. 

Ruby  was  convicted  March  14 
of  killing  Oswald,  Kennedy’s  ac- 
cused assassin.  Now  under  sen- 
tence to  the  electric  chair.  Ruby 
is  trying  to  get  a new  trial. 

IT  IS  A NECESSITY  for  the 
commission  to  avoid  affecting  the 
outcome  of  Ruby’s  appeals.  Any 
Ruby  statement-legally  a depo-

AN  EXAMPLE  of  some  of  the 
unique  bindings  is  John  Gillies’ 
Historical  Greece,  published  in 
1786. 

The  fore-edge  of  this  book  has 
been  used  as  a base  for  a very 
distinctive  painting. 

Another  book,  Jacques  La  Cre- 
telle’s  La  Morte  d’  Hippolyte  has 
a beautiful  platinum  fore  edge 
and  interior. 

PERHAPS  THE  most  valuable 
book  in  this  section  because  of 
its  binding  is  Pietro  Berettini’s 
Tabulae  Aiiatomicae.  It  was 
bound  in  calf  by  Roger  Payne, 
the  leading  binder  of  the  18th 
Century. 

Some  other  types  of  bindings 
include  calf,  goat,  Morocco,  tree 
stained  calf,  ' wood,  goffered — 
splattered  printed,  and  even  silk. 

The  first  books  were  bound 
with  wood  covers  or  white  parch- 
ment according  to  Mr.  Flake.  As 
time  went  on  more  styles  and 
techniques  were  developed  as 
mentioned  above.  Today  binder- 
'ies  are  pursuing  the  motif  of 
simplicity. 

Many  of  the  older  techniques 
such  as  using  wood  or  morroco 
are'  being  used  again  with  an 
emphasis  on  simplicity.  Another 
innovation  is  that  the  fore  edges 
of  modern  books  are  left  rough 
and  are  not  colored  as  was  once 
the  style.

People  in  South  America  tend 
to  tnuiK  of  missionaries  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  as  agents  or  spies  of 
the  American  government  accord- 
ing to  Rex  Estes,  BYU  Senate 
President. 

Mr.  Estes  knows  what  he  is 
talking  about.  While  he  was  on  a 
mission  for  the  Church  in  Para- 
guay, he  and  his  companion  were 
contacted  by  a member  of  the 
Paraguayan  legislature  who 
wanted  the>.Church  to  help  res- 
cue him  from  his  enemies. 

THE  LUCKLESS  legislator  had 
alienated  both  his  fellow  party 
members  and  the  Communists 
and  turned  to  the  Church  as  a 
possible  source  of  help.
